PRINCIPALS 


Laura was raised in Highland Park, NJ. During high school. the coin bug hit her hard, Her trip to the 
1976 NYC ANA left a lasting mark and huge desire for her to own and handle the greatest rarities. 
While attending Monmouth University, Laura attended coin shows more than classes. After college, she 
started LSS RCI, a wholesale coin company. In 1986, she realized the need for a “better” coin retailer and 
teamed up in 1986 with George Huang to form Legend Numismatics. 


In 1996 Bruce Morelan became a partner and since then Legend has exclusively built or assisted in 
assembling this generation’s greatest collections. In 2012 Laura saw the need for a smaller, boutique 
auction firm, and created Legend-Morphy with Dan Morphy, whom she split with in 2014. Today, 
Laura is also a leading consumer advocate for coins. The passion has never subsided, and she keeps a 
beautiful Proof Walker on her desk to this day. 


Bruce started collecting coins when he was only six years old and by the time he was in high school his 
dream was to be a coin dealer. But life intervened and instead, Bruce went into business. By chance, 

he became Legend Numismatics’ financial backer in 1996. His great grandmother had given him three 
coins when he was young, one of which being a Trade Dollar, so he set out to build the finest Trade 
Dollar set. After a few years with ultra rarities, Bruce returned to his love of dollars and completed both 
a set of Gobrechts and a set of Seated Dollars. 


After selling those sets, Bruce recently returned to dollars with a new Gobrecht set and a spectacular 
early dollar set capped by his dream coin, the Amon Carter 1794 Dollar. Not many collectors can say 
they have completed not only the finest 1794-1885 Dollar Sets and have over the years owned such 
coins as two 1913 Liberty Head Nickels, an 1894-S Dime, 1876-CC Twenty Cent piece, 1827 Original and 
Restrike Quarters, 1838-O Half Dollar, two 1885 Trade Dollars and four 1884 Trade Dollars! 


Julie Abrams started in numismatics in 1986 when she joined up with Bernard Rome and launched 
Teletrade, the first computerized auction company. Teletrade developed a unique coin trading method, 
utilizing state-of-the-art digitized voice board technology to run live auctions before the advent of 

the internet. As President of Teletrade, Julie helped expand the company, increasing the frequency 

of auctions and expanding annual sales to $24 million within a few years. In 1999, GMAI, a publicly 
traded company, purchased Teletrade and Ms. Abrams became Executive Vice President of Sales for 
the parent company. Her job responsibilities included continuing her role as CEO for Teletrade as well 
as marketing to buyers and consignors, with the goal of maintaining a balance between inventory and 
sales while growing the business. 


In 2004 she joined Stacks-Bowers, an old world traditional auction house where she worked to expand 
their e-commerce presence, including the development of an online bidding platform for the firm. She 
also marketed Stacks’ programs to secure consignments from dealers and institutions such as banks, 

museums and universities. 


Julie is a member of the American Numismatic Association, the Central States Numismatic Association 
and Florida United Numismatists.

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AN INTRODUCTION TO STANDARD 
SILVER PATTERN ISSUES 


The patterns that fall into a subsection known as the 
“Standard Silver” patterns make up one of the largest 
in the entire series. There are three general types: 
Barber's Liberty Head, Barber’s Seated Liberty, and 
Longacre’s Seated Indian Princess designs. In 1869, 
the first two types were struck in the Dime, Quarter 
and Half Dollar denominations. In 1870, first two 
types were struck in Dime, Quarter, and Half Dollar 
issues, the Seated Liberty design was featured on 
half dimes, and the Seated Liberty and Indian 
Princess designs were used on silver dollars also. In 
1871 Barber's Seated Liberty and Indian Princess 
designs were used to strike all four denominations. 
The offering of the Bob Simpson Collection focuses 
on the first type only. 


Originally, the Standard Silver coinage series was 

a proposal to redeem fractional currency notes 

that were federally issued to try and aid commerce 
during the Civil War. When hostilities broke out 

in 1861, gold and silver coinage disappeared from 
circulation, and by 1863, even the copper nickel cent 
was hard to come by, putting a strain on day to day 
business transactions. As a solution, the government 


issued banknotes for the first time, including 
“fractional notes” in denominations under $1 to 
help with small change transactions. After the war 
concluded, these notes were still in circulation, and 
needed to be redeemed. As a way to try and redeem 
them, officials came up with the idea of issuing 
coins of the standard .900 fineness, but at reduced 
weights (rather than keeping the weights the same 
and reducing the fineness of the silver content). The 
reduction in weight was proposed at approximately 
80% of the weight standard set forth in the Coinage 
Act of 1853 which reduced the weight of silver coins 
after the influx of gold from the gold rush which 
raised the value of silver relative to gold. 


The concept was discussed at length in the Annual 
Mint Report in for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1870, 
as well as the February 1870 issue of Mason's Coin and 
Stamp Collector's Magazine. A lengthy discussion of 
the proposal appeared in that issue, and really explains 
3 goals in issuing these new Standard issues: “First. To 
reduce the present weight. Second. To make a close 
limit on Legal Tender. Third. To limit the amount of 
issue.’ The article continues to discuss the benefits of 
issuing small change coins versus small denomination 
notes. (for the complete Mint Report and article in 
Mason’, refer to the excellent reference United States 
Patterns and Related Issues by Andrew W. Pollock III) 


Nothing came from the proposal, and the weights 

of silver coins would not be adjusted until 1873. 
However, we have a dynamic numismatic legacy that 
spans three years, includes three major design types, 
and was struck in at least three metals, accounting 
for over 280 variants in the 10th Edition of J. Hewitt 
Judd’s United States Pattern Coins. These were 
struck in sets, available to contemporary collectors, 
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and generally included examples in silver, copper, 
and aluminum, both with reeded and plain edges. 
Some of the issues are relatively common, rated as 
R-5 (31-75 examples), while others are UNIQUE, or 
one of perhaps 2-3 examples. 


The coins being offered in the Simpson Collection 

are of Barber’s bust of Liberty design (Liberty faces 
right, UNITED STATES OF AMERICA around the 
upper legend, and INGOD WE TRUST ina ribbon 
below), and these can further be broken down into 

four subtypes: 


1, Liberty with a Cap with 3 stars, Liberty on Ribbon; 

2, Liberty with a Cap with 3 stars, Liberty not on Ribbon; 
3. Liberty with a Cap with 2 Stars; 

4, Liberty with a Coronet or Tiara with no Stars; 

5. Liberty with a Headband with 1 Star. 


Since there are so many patterns that fall into the 
Standard Silver series (85 different Judd-number in 
the first part of the Simpson Collection alone), they 
make for an interesting area for budding Pattern 
collectors to start. Incredibly rare issues in Choice 
and Gem grades can be purchased for under $5,000! 
This is a great “entry level” introduction to the 
diverse world of pattern issues. While not everyone 
can be as ambitious as Mr. Simpson, and try to 
collect every issue, there are various subsets that can 
be fun and challenging to complete, and will not 
cost a fortune for great looking coins. 


As we cataloged the collection, we were even excited 
about some of the collecting prospects of this series, 
While many pattern issues are very esoteric and very 
expensive, the fact that, in general this series is in a 

relative sense to other pattern issues somewhat more 


available (many R-5 and R-6 varieties, as opposed to 
all R-7s), there are many ways to collect them: 


«A denomination set for each year in silver (6 coins) 
+A set of a single denomination in silver for one or 
both years (number of coins varies depending on 
denomination). 

eA type set in silver. 

-A denomination set in either copper or aluminum 
(or both) 

+Oddities (in the sale we have an error, a unique 
issue in brass, and a unique issue in nickel)

As of this writing, the Simpson Pattern Collection 
contains nearly 1,800 different Judd-numbers (out 
of 2,000) of the very finest and rarest patterns that 
exist. Of course the grand highlights of his Pattern 
Collection remain the Gold Patterns (which features 
the famous Amazonian set) being the one of the 

all time greatest numismatic rarities. The Southern 
Collection was actually purchased for a record $36 
million dollars in 2008 in order to obtain all the Gold 
patterns (as well as the Earring, 1877, and dollar 
patterns that were included in that great collection). 


For a few years ago, Mr. Simpson instructed us to 
upgrade his Standard Silvers, as a few just did not 
meet his rigid “eye appeal” and quality standards, 
Those coins are long gone. The coins being offered 
from the Simpson Standard Silver Collection are 
from his MAIN set, and for the most part the very 
“best of the best” period. The only reason these coins 
are being sold-lack of space. Really. Mr. Simpson 


consigned a total of 173 pieces to LRCA for sale, Part I, 


offered in our January 2017 Regency Auction XX saw 
enthusiastic bidding from, veteran pattern collectors 
and a number of new bidders alike, participating and 
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leading to many new record prices realized. 


Many of these coins are POP 1, finest known. Because 
of such limited supply the past few years, these coins are 
cheap in today’s market. In fact, you can buy a superb 
GEM Proof pop 1 coin for UNDER $10,000.00. 


Included in this session is the holy grail of Standard Silver 
Patterns-the 25C J-894 1870 PCGS PR68+ CAMEO the 
single finest Standard Silver Quarter that exists! We were 
at PCGS when they debated on grading it PR69 Cameo! 


Having the time to catalog and view these amazing 
coins gave us a much greater appreciation for them. 

The designs are really beautiful to begin with. Then 

to see them in the different metals and with some 
color-WOW! One thing we learned after Simpson 
purchased the Southern Collection and seeking 
replacement or new pieces for the set-these coins overall 
are far rarer than most people realize. We can’t stress 
how few pieces we have seen over the years given our 
broad reach in the marketplace and endless resources. 


It is our hope that these rare and beautiful Standard 
Silver Patterns find great homes. We are saddened to 
see these great coins leave Mr. Simpson's collection. 
They are only being sold because of a lack of space 
(really). An early “congratulations” to the new owners, 
who for the first time in at least a decade, can now 
enjoy these finest known pieces. Compared to so many 
other series, the values of these coins are still in their 
infancy. Good luck!

Rated as 
R-7+, with five examples enumerated in the Pollock reference 
(see below). This wonderful GEM is making its first auction 
appearance since September 1975! 


Flaming mint red mirrors beam on both sides; they are deep, 
sleek and smooth. The details are boldly defined, the strike is 
razor sharp throughout the details on Ms. Liberty, the eagle, and 
the peripheries. The wire rim and reeding are also extremely 
sharp. A few areas of light toning can be seen at angles, 
perhaps the result of an old fingerprint; otherwise essentially 
devoid of any distracting carbon flecks or ugly toning that 
sometimes affects these copper die trials.

Morgan's portrait of Liberty facing right her hair in 
a tight bun and wearing a headband with LIBERTY. The reverse 
shows the composition within a beaded frame with agricultural 
wreath surrounding 


Deeply reflective mirrors have a rich watery look. While 
designated as BN by PCGS, there is very little in the way of 
actual brown. Rich teal-aqua and violet hues skate on the icy 
mirrors on the obverse. The rims have a nice coppery-orange 
hue. The reverse displays a beautiful violet-cobalt hue with hints 
of magenta at the upper rim. The surface quality is mesmerizing! 


This is not a coin that appears at auction with any real 
frequency. About eight examples have been traced by 
researchers. This coin is out of a collection that was assembled 
in the late 1970s and early 1980s. Andy Pollock lists this one 
as #1 in his census; ex Fairfield Collection, Bowers & Ruddy, 
October 1977, lot 90; R.L. Hughes’ February 1978 auction, lot 
1416--It has been off the market and in this collection since that 
time!

By the time this coin was struck the new style of die had been 
adopted. Notice the high ringed continuous lip on the obverse, 
in prior years of 1827 and back the obverse dies lacked any 
such raised lip. The reverse die also has this feature but itis 
much less pronounced, and also of note are the almost beaded 
dentil instead of the usual triangular teeth like dentils that extend 
in from the rim.

Small Eagle, 15 Star Obverse silver dollar. Sharply struck from the VERY rare die state Ill, which shows a sharp die crack that begins 
at the rim between star 15 and crosses in front of Liberty's bust and another between stars 6 and 7 that crosses into Liberty's hair and 
ribbon. Both obverse and reverse display essentially fully delineated details in the star centers, Liberty's hair, drapery lines, and all but 
the highest central feather details on the eagle's breast. A rotation of the coin in a light reveals a brilliantly radiating cartwheel luster that 
shines from below the rich, attractive toning. The obverse is mostly bathed in a soft tan-russet-dove gray tone that displays hints of rich 
gold accents among the details. The reverse, showing similar iridescent, pastel hues, is more even and a shade lighter. Even using a 
powerful loupe and taking the time to study the fields and reliefs reveals only the most insignificant tiny marks and ticks. 


This is the only 1798 dollar variety featuring 15 stars on the obverse. There are two theories as to the origin. After 1796, the mint ended the 
practice of adding a star for each state added to the growing country. The first theory, which seems likely, considering how difficult die 
manufacture was in the 1790s in the first U.S. mint, is that the obverse die was originally engraved in 1795 or early 1796, and put away 

without having been used. In 1798, when dollar production began, the old dateless die had the date punched in and pressed into service. 
The reverse die was a workhorse, being used to strike coins in 1795, 1796, 1797, and mated to this 15 star 1798 obverse. (The second 
theory, however is much less likely to be the case, is that it was just an engraving error). While considered to be R-3, with an estimated 

500-900 examples known in all grades, it is extremely rare in Mint State, with perhaps 3-4 examples in that grade range. Most known are 
mid-grade VF or so, and many are impaired by cleaning, scratches, holes, or some other post mint issues. Indeed the presently offered 
coin is TIED with the Eliasberg-Flannagan-Cardinal Collection specimen FOR FINEST certified of this important issue. Missing from the D. 

Brent Pogue and absent from most major early dollar collections, which shows how tough this coin is to find in high grade. In Dave Bowers’ 

updated early dollar reference, he cites three mint state examples, of which this example sits at the apex of the census:

Anyone 
who has any experience collecting high end early dollars knows exactly how hard this issue is to find. The fact it was missing from 

the Pogue early dollar collection shows how hard, even with the all the resources, some coins can elude even the biggest collectors. 

For any advanced early dollar collector, this is an opportunity not to be missed. It may be a very long time (perhaps once in a lifetime) 

before another mint state piece becomes available for sale.

Most PRs were struck using the sandblast, Matte finish as offered here, 
but a smal] number of Satin and even a reported Roman finish proofs were struck as well (in 
very small numbers, perhaps a total of 3-4 are estimated to survive). The Matte finish that is so 
desirable by collectors today, were not appreciated by contemporary collectors, leading to the 
change to Satin finish in 1909, then Roman finish in 1910. These also proved very unpopular, 
and Mattes were reintroduced in 1911 and continued to be struck to 1915, The green-gold 
color is exactly how these should come, but over the years they have been dipped and 
conserved in an effort to get into a high grade holder. This cataloger remembers speaking with 
“old timers" who would comment whenever a bright yellow Matte Proof gold coin appeared at 
auction about how the coin had been ruined.

Displaying 
a bold orange peel effect in the fields and smooth frosty reliefs, the contrast is eye arresting 
from across the room, Unlike many examples of proof gold from the era, this coin has not been 
conserved, displaying some pleasing iridescent toning in places. A tiny planchet flake near 
Liberty's ear and on the eagle's tail serve as pedigree markers. 


Of the original mintage of 92, perhaps only 40-50 were distributed at the time of minting, and 
the remaining pieces were later melted. In 2006, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth noted in their 
encyclopedia of U.S. gold coins that “about 20 examples known in all levels of preservation...” 
including examples ensconced in museum collections (such as the two contained in the 
National Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian and one in the ANS collection). It is likely 
that demand was so low, that as times got tough during the Panic of 1893, examples entered 
into circulation, which is what led Walter Breen to note that some known are impaired. For 
years, these were overlooked, as even with the excessively low mintage figures, early auction 
appearances in the 1880s realized only 5-10% above face value.
